TUESDAY  EVENING,  OCTOBER  28 

The  Eighty-Ninth  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  Central  Juris- 
diction convened  in  St.  Paul  Methodist  Church,  Reidsville,  North  Carolina,  Tuesday, 
October  28,  1947  at  7:30  P.M.  An  inspiring  program  of  welcome  was  sponsored  by 
the  local  church  with  the  host  pastor,  the  Rev.  S.  L.  Townsend  presiding.  The  addresses 
of  welcome  were  as  follows:  Mr.  J.  S.  Wagoner  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  city;  Rev.  A.  C.

The  Memorial  Sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  W.  J.  Cameron,  who  chose  as  his  text  Hebrews  11:13  "These  all  died  in  the  faith." 
The  service  closed  by  the  singing  of  hymn  251  "Take  time  to  be  holy"  and  the  Benedic- 
tion by  Rev.  Cameron. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  OCTOBER  29 

The  devotions  were  conducted  by  Rev.  I.  A.  Friend,  who  delivered  an  interesting  and 
helpful  message  on  the  theme:  "The  Bread  of  Life." 

After  the  devotional  service  Bishop  Shaw  continued  the  business  of  the  Conference.

On  motion  of  R.  D.  Sharp,  the  Conference  voted  to  pass  in  character  all  the  minis- 
terial members  of  the  Conference. 
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In  answer  to  the  call  of  their  names  by  the  Bishop,  the  District  Superintendents 
made  their  reports  in  the  following  order:  Rev.  J.  E.  Brower  of  the  Greensboro  Dis- 
trict, Rev.  R.  F.  McCallum  of  the  Laurinburg  District,  Rev.  G.  E.  Hogue  of  the  Western 
District  and  Rev.  W.  S.  McLeod  of  the  Winston  District. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  immediately  following  the  admission  into  full  member- 
ship of  the  classes  on  Friday  Morning,  the  Conference  will  proceed  to  elect  delegates  to 
the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences. 

President  David  Jones  of  Bennett  College  was  presented  for  remarks.  During  his 
brief  but  interesting  remarks  he  was  greeted  with  frequent  and  hearty  applause  as  in  his 
characteristic  manner  he  emphasized  again  the  tremendous  impact  which  Bennett  Col- 
lege is  making  upon  religious  life  through  out  the  country.  During  the  past  year  the 
scliool  has  received  in  outside  gifts  more  than  $600,000,  according  to  a  statement  made  by 
the  President. 

Bishop  Shaw  made  interesting  and  forceful  remarks  commending  the  work  of 
President  David  Jones  at  Bennett  College  and  appealing  to  the  Conference  to  make  its 
support  to  the  School  more  in  keeping  with  the  challenge  which  the  School  offers. 

The  afternoon  session  closed  with  the  singing  of  hymn  number  4l6  "Blest  be  the 
tie  that  binds"  and  the  Benediction  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Winchester. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING,  OCTOBER  29 

The  session  opened  with  Rev.  O.  W.  Burwick  presiding.  After  appropriate  de- 
votional exercises,  Rev.  P.  A.  Taylor  of  Gammon  Theological  Seminary  gave  an  interest- 
ing address  representing  the  interest  of  the  Seminary.  Special  music  for  the  evening 
was  furnished  by  the  Brooks  Memorial  Choir  of  High  Point. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  G.  W.  Golden,  Rev.  W.  O.  Thomas,  Secretary  of  Evangelism 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference , gave  a  forceful  and  helpful  address  representing  the 
Commission  On  Evangelism. 

Following  a  selection  from  the  Brooks  Memorial  Choir  Dr.  D.  W.  Henry  of  the 
Delaware  Conference  and  pastor  of  Tinley  Temple  in  Philadelphia  was  presented.  Dr. 
Henry  made  brief  but  thoughtful  and  timely  remarks  on  "The  Joy  Of  Fellowship  In 
Christian  Service." 

An  offering  of  $57.06  was  received.  Following  a  selection  by  the  choir,  the  ses- 
sion closed  with  the  Benediction  by  Rev.  W.  O.  Thomas. 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  OCTOBER  30 

The  session  opened  with  devotions  led  by  Rev.  J.  Q.  Dula.  Dr.  H.  L.  Ashe  led  in 
prayer.  After  the  devotional  service  the  Bishop  called  for  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of 
the  session  for  the  previous  day.    The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

It  was  moved  that  Rev.  F.  D.  Caldwell  be  placed  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
instead  of  Rev.  R.  F.  McCallum.  The  motion  was  carried. 

Bishop  Alexander  P.  Shaw  gave  some  most  helpful  and  timely  instructions  con- 
cerning reports  just  before  hearing  the  reports  from  the  pastors.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
report  is  not  the  pastors  only,  but  it  is  the  report  of  the  pastor  and  his  charge.  He  chal- 
lenged the  laymen  to  encourage  the  people  at  home  to  a  more  loyal  support  of  the 
Church.  He  exhorted  us  to  make  our  churches  Methodist  Churches.  The  matter  of 
prorating  was  forcefully  emphasized. 

Bishop  Shaw  announced  that  for  next  year  the  Episcopal  Fund  would  be  reduced 
from  1  %  to  1 1/7  percent  of  the  pastors  cash  salary. 

Reports:  The  reports  from  the  pastors  of  the  Greensboro  District  were  received  fol- 
lowed by  the  reports  of  the  pastors  of  the  Laurinburg  District. 

Bishop  Shaw  commended  the  pastors  for  the  splendid  reports  for  the  Conference 
Year. 
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Introductions:  The  following  visitors  were  introduced:  Dr.  Stubbins  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  Reidsville,  and  Dr.  Hardy,  an  Evangelist,  who  is  visiting  with  him.  Other 
visitors  were  Rev.  E.  A.  Moore,  of  Maryland,  Dr.  Lentz  of  the  General  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Queen  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Dr.  D.  W.  Henry  of  Philadelphia,  Rev. 
G.  E.  Trump  of  the  South  West  Conference,  Mrs.  A.  P.  Shaw,  the  wife  of  Bishop  A.  P. 
Shaw  and  Dr.  J.  W.  E.  Bowen  cf   he  Central  Advocate. 

Dr.  J.  W.  E.  Bowen  spoke  briefly  in  the  interest  of  The  Christian  Advocate- 
Central  Edition.  He  presented  a  check  from  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  of 
$1,068.39. 

After  the  singing  of  hymn  283  "Stand  up,  stand  up  for  Jesus,"  Bishop  Shaw  pre- 
sented for  the  inspirational  address.  Dr.  D.  W.  Henry,  who  for  the  past  fourteen  years 
has  served  as  pastor  of  the  great  Tinley  Temple  in  Philadelphia.  Dr.  Henry  brought  a 
most  touching  and  uplifting  message,  sharing  some  of  his  experiences  at  the  Ecumenical 
Council  which  met  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts  and  using  as  his  text  Acts  1:8  "But 
ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be 
witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  in  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth." 

Following  the  message.  Rev.  D.  L.  Thomas  led  in  the  singing  of  "Beloved,  we 
are  the  sons  of  God."  After  a  moment  of  silent  prayer,  the  session  closed  with  the  Bene- 
diction. * 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  OCTOBER  30 

The  session  began  with  devotional  services  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  R.  Crawford. 
After  the  devotional  service,  reports  from  the  ministers  of  the  Laurinburg  District  were 
continued.  When  the  ministers  on  the  Laurinburg  District  had  finished  their  reports, 
the  Bishop  commended  the  members  of  the  District  for  the  reports  received. 

The  ministers  of  the  Western  District  were  asked  to  make  their  reports.  When  all 
the  reports  were  in,  the  Bishop  commended  them  for  the  work  done  during  the  past  year. 

Introductions:  Dr.  and  Mrs.  S.  J.  Truscott  and  Dr.  George  M.  Bell  all  of  the 
Wyoming  Conference  were  introduced.  Dr.  Bell,  representing  the  group  in  brief  words 
of  greetings  from  the  Wyoming  Conference,  extended  an  invitation  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  to  send  a  delegate  to  the  Wyoming  Conference  which  meets  next  Spring. 

Laymen  in  charge:  Following  the  business  session  an  interesting  meeting  with  the 
laymen  in  charge  was  held.  Mr.  C.  A.  Barrett,  Conference  Lay  Leader,  presided.  Interest- 
ing and  helpful  addresses  were  made  by  representative  laymen  of  the  Conference.  Among 
those  presented  for  addresses  were  Attorney  E.  J.  Hightower  of  Greensboro  and  Pro- 
fessor S.  T.  Brooks  of  Lumberton. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Touchstone,  Associate  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Conference.  Mr.  Touchstone  made  an  inspiring  address  relative  to  his  work 
with  the  Board.  He  also  stated  that  recently  he  had  been  appointed  by  Bishop  Shaw  as 
Conference  Cultivator  of  World  Service  in  the  Baltimore  Area.  He  made  a  strong  ap- 
peal to  the  laymen  in  the  interest  of  World  Service. 

The  session  closed  with  the  Benediction  by  Rev.  Eugene  Black. 

THURSDAY  EVENING,  OCTOBER  30 

The  program  as  presented  on  Thursday  Evening  was  an  Anniversary  Service  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  music  for  the  evening  was  furnished  by  the  Bennett  College 
Choir  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mable  Jackson. 

The  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  hymn  278  "Lead  on,  O  King  Eternal" 
Rev.  R.  D.  Crocket  led  in  prayer.  After  some  introductory  remarks  by  Rev.  W.  C.  L. 
Scarborough,  who  presided,  the  members  of  the  Choir  were  asked  to  introduce  themselves 
to  the  Conference.  Following  this  introduction  of  themselves  to  the  Conference,  the  Choir 
rendered  a  selection.  Dr.  G.  E.  Lentz  of  the  General  Board  of  Education  was  presented 
for  an  address. 
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Dr.  Lentz  in  his  brief  but  interesting  address,  continued  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  true  education  which  is  not  basically  Christian. 

Dr.  David  Jones,  the  President  of  the  College  was  presented.  He  spoke  briefly  con- 
cerning the  work  of  the  College  and  Christian  education  generally.  He  emphasized  the 
importance  of  Christian  education  for  girls  in  the  statement:  "When  you  educate  a 
man,  you  educate  a  person.  When  you  educate  a  woman,  you  educate  a  generation." 

Bishop  Alexander  P.  Shaw  was  presented.  His  timely  remarks  centered  around  the 
idea  that  if  we  are  to  win  in  this  world,  we  must  put  Christian  education  and  all  that  it 
stands  for  uppermost  in  our  thinking. 

Dr.  George  M.  Bell  of  the  Wyoming  Conference  was  presented.  He  spoke  of  his 
profound  interest  in  Bennett  College.  He  was  greeted  with  hearty  applause  when  the 
Conference  was  given  an  account  of  his  remarkable  achievements  as  Field  Representative 
of  Bennett  College  in  the  Wyoming  Conference. 

Following  Dr.  Bell's  remarks,  he  presented  Dr.  Samuel  J.  Truscott  of  the  Wyoming 
Conference.  In  introducing  Dr.  Truscott,  Dr.  Bell  gave  the  Conference  the  information 
that  the  Race  Relation-Day  Offering  raised  by  Dr.  Truscott's  Church  this  year  for  Ben- 
nett College  amounted  to  $600.  Dr.  Bell  stated  that  any  man  raising  that  much  money 
for  Bennett  on  Race  Relation-Day  should  be  entitled  to  speak  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Anniversary  of  the  Board  of  Education  during  the  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. Dr.  Truscott  delivered  a  most  challenging  address,  centering  around  the  general 
theme:  "The  Church  Revealing  the  Mind  of  God  Concerning  Present  Day  Social,  In- 
dustrial, and  Religious  Problems." 

Professor  R.  D.  Crocket,  Director  of  Religious  Activities  at  the  College  was  pre- 
sented. He  made  a  brief  but  inspiring  address. 

An  offering  in  the  amount  of  $75.00  was  received.  The  session  closed  with  the 
Benediction. 

FRIDAY  MORNING,  OCTOBER  31 

The  session  opened  with  devotions  conducted  by  Rev.  Eugene  Black.  Following 
the  devotional  period  the  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  approved.  A 
motion  was  made  that  the  Committee  on  the  Journal  be  continued.  The  motion  wjs 
carried. 

Question  Number  22  was  called:  Who  are  admitted  into  full  connection?  Lowell 
Mason  Campt,  Oscar  Graham,  Glenn  Albert  Brooks. 

W.  R.  Royster  was  received  on  credentials  from  the  A.M.E.  Zion  Church. 

The  candidates  for  admission  were  asked  to  come  forward.  Bishop  Shaw,  then,  in 
his  characteristic  way,  delivered  a  timely  message  to  them  in  which  he  emphasized  the 
following  points:  1.  The  Gospel  is  "Good  News  '  2.  Don't  preach  too  much  about  the 
faults  of  people.  3.  Give  full  time  to  the  ministry.  4.  Love  people  and  they  will  love 
you.  5.  There  are  some  things  we  cannot  do,  but  there  is  one  thing  we  can  do  and  that  is 
we  can  get  all  the  meanness  out  of  our  hearts  towards  our  fellowman. 

Following  the  Bishop's  remarks,  the  necessary  questions  were  asked,  the  appropriate 
responses  given  and  the  candidates  received. 

The  election  of  delegates  to  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  then  be- 
came the  order  of  the  day.

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On  motion  of  R.  W.  Winchester,  the  Conference  voted  to  make  December  2  the 
date  for  the  Conference  Rally  for  Bennett  College. 

Miss  I.  R.  Jones  brought  greetings  to  the  Conference  from  Allen  Home  and  ex- 
pressed appreciation  to  the  Conference  for  having  been  elected  as  lay  delegate  to  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference. 

The  session  closed  with  the  Benediction  by  Rev.  W.C.L.  Scarborough     . 

SATURDAY  AFTERNOON,  NOVEMBER  1 

The  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Onward,  Christian  Soldiers",  led  by  the 
song  leader,  C.  L.  Gidney,  R.  D.  Sharp  led  in  prayer,  after  which  the  Conference  joined 
in  the  singing  of  "I  am  Thine,  O  Lord." 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  read  by  R.  C.  Sharp. 
The  report  was  adopted.  See  report. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  World  Peace  was  read  by  W.  T.  Brown.  The 
report  was  adopted.  See  report. 

A  memorial  to  the  General  Conference  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  was  read 
for  approval.  The  memorial  was  approved. 

A  statement  from  the  New  York  Conference  in  the  form  of  a  memorial  to  the 
General  Conference  was  read  for  approval  by  J.  E.  Brower.  The  resolution  was  me- 
morializing the  General  Conference  to  change  the  boundaries  of  the  New  York  East 
Conference,  the  Delaware  Conference,  and  the  New  York  Conference  so  as  to  include 
certain  proposed  new  churches  in  the  development  of  Methodism  among  Negroes.  The 
vote  of  the  Conference  was  5S  for  and  none  against. 

The  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad  offered  puUman  accommodations  to  any  persons 
planning  to  attend  the  National  Association  of  Methodist  Hospitals  and  Homes.  As 
there  were  none  planning  to  attend,  the  opportunity  had  no  meaning. 

A  memorial  for  the  General  Conference  from  the  New  Jersey  Conference  to  re- 
establish "Children's  Day"  was  read  for  approval.  The  memorial  was  approved. 

A  motion  was  made  to  approve  a  memorial  that  there  be  some  cooperative  organ- 
ization in  the  form  of  a  Conference  Vocational  Council  which  body  would  include  rep- 
resentatives of  groups,  boards  and  agencies  in  the  Conference  dealing  with  youth,  stu- 
dents and  personal  work.   The  motion  to  approve  was  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  was  read  by  L.  A. 
Brown. 

On  motion  of  L.  A.  Brown,  the  Conference  voted  that  $200  be  taken  from  the 
balance  left  in  treasury,  to  supplement  the  $200  apportioned  by  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  World  Service  and  Finance,  in  order  that  a  survey  be  made  of  rural  work  of 
the  four  districts.  The  motion  was  carried.  The  report  of  the  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  was  adopted.  See  report. 

Following  a  suggestion  by  Bishop  Shaw  that  the  Cultivation  Fund  be  taken  out 
of  the  regular  prorated  funds  and  made  a  Special  Promotional  Conference  Fund,  a 
motion  was  made  to  that  effect    The  motion  prevailed. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  made  by  C.  L.  Gidney.  The  report  was 
adopted.  See  report. 

After  considerable  discussion,  a  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  have  a  full-time  instead  of  a  part-time  Executive  Secretary. 

The  Conference  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extensions  through  J.  E. 
Brower,  recommended  the  names  of  the  following  persons  for  General  Conference 
Committee  Memberships:  Miss  Gwendolyn  L.  Gidney  (age  18),  Mr.  Carl  Brower  (age 
19) ,  Professor  E.  F.  Raeford,  and  Rev.  R.  C.  Sharp.  The  recommendation  was  approved. 

It  was  decided  by  common  agreement  that  the  apportionment  on  Evangelism  be 
collected  and  sent  to  the  district  superintendents  by  December  1. 
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A  motion  was  made  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  business  of  building 
a  Retirement  Fund.  The  motion  was  amended  so  as  to  read  that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Pensions  to  be  reported  next  year.   The  motion  was  carried. 

It  was  moved,  that  at  the  next  Annual  Conference,  an  amount  equal  to  1''  of  the 
pastor's  salary  be  paid  by  all  charges  to  the  entertaining  church  as  entertainment  fee  for 
the  pastor  and  one  delegate.  Any  others  will  pay  an  entertainment  fee  of  S5.00  per 
person.  The  motion  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  M.  McCallum,  the  Conference  voted  to  publish  1300  copies  of  the 
Official  Journal  and  that  the  Committee  on  Publication  be.  M.  McCallum,  T.  H.  Wootten, 
J.  E.  Brower,  W.  T.  Brown,  and  Ramsey  Bridges. 

On  motion  of  R.  B.  McRae,  the  Conference  voted  that  the  money  for  the  minutes 
be  turned  over  the  Conference  Treasurer  who  will  in  turn  pay  the  printer  for  the 
minutes. 

On  motion  of  L.  A.  Brown,  the  Conference  voted  that  after  the  reading  of  the  ap- 
pointments on  Sunday  the  Conference  would  adjourn  Sine  Die. 

SUNDAY  MORNING,  NOVEMBER  2 

The  Sunday  Morninij  Session  opened  at  9:30  in  the  High  School  Auditorium.  The 
Love  Feast  was  conducted  by:  Reverends  D.  L.  Thomas,  D.  C.  Skeen,  A.  E.  Robinson, 
R.  J.  Shipp  and  others. 

The  following  persons  were  ordained  as  deacons:  John  Evans,  I,  Grantham  Simp- 
son, James  Enoch  McCallum. 

The  following  persons  were  ordained  as  elders:  Lowell  Mason  Campt,  Glenn 
Albert  Brooks,  John  Wesley  Jones,  Evangelist  Frost,  James  Hector  McCallum,  Eugene 
Black,  Clarence  Elroy  Strickland  and  Oscar  Graham. 

The  Bishop  was  assisted  in  the  ordination  services  by  the  district  superintendents. 
Following  the  ordination  services,  the  Conference  joined  in  the  singing  of  "A  Charge  to 
Keep   I   Have." 

Th-  pastor.  Rev.  S.  L.  Townsend,  who  was  now  in  charge  of  the  service,  announced 
hymn  164  "AllHail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name."  Rev.  G.  M.  Phelps  read  the  Scripture 
lesson  from  St.  Matthew  the  tenth  chapter.  Rev.  N.  J.  Pass  offered  prayer.  The  choir, 
then  led  in  the  singing  of  a  melody. 

Under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  Bishop  Alexander  P.  Shaw,  an  offering  of 
$546.53  was  received.

We  should  be  as  much  concerned 
about  our  spiritual  appearance  as  about  our  physical  appearance.  6.  Certain  lines  and 
cleavages  have  hindered  spiritual  progress.  7.  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  Church  to 
draw  social  lines.  God  is  great  in  power,  but  the  least  of  us  can  go  to  Him.  He  is  no 
respecter  of  persons. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Bishop,  after  which  the  Conference  joined  in  the  singing 
of    Take  Time  to  be  Holy." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by  C.  L.  Gidney  and  on  his 
motion  was  adopted. 

Tiirely  remarks  were  made  by  the  Bishop,  after  which  the  appoi^ntnients  were 
read,  the  Benediction  pronounced  and  the  Eighty-Ninth  Session  of  the  North  Carolina 
Annual  Conference  was  closed.

MEMORIAL 

To:   The  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts. 
We  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina   Annual   Conference  of  the  Methodist 

Church  present  the  following  memorial: 

Amend  Article  1,  paragraph  901,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Judicial  Council  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members,  five  of  whom 
shall  be  ministers  and  four  shall  be  laymen.  They  shall  be  at  least  forty  years 
of  age.  and  members  of  The  Methodist  Church.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be 
eight  years."  * 

Amend  this  paragraph  by  adding  the  following  sentence: 

"Each  jurisdiction  shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one  member  either  minis- 
ter or  layman." 

The  paragraph  will  then  read : 

"The  Judicial  Council  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members,  five  of  whom 
shall  be  ministers  and  four  shall  be  laymen.  They  shall  be  at  least  forty  years 
of  age,  and  members  of  The  Methodist  Church.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be 
eight  years."

ST.  PAUL  METHODIST  CHURCH 

The  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
Methodist  Church,  Central  Jurisdiction,  has  given  study  and  prayerful  consideration  to 
the  askings  coming  from  the  various  boards  and  agencies  of  our  conference.  The 
progress  that  we  are  being  called  upon  to  make  throughout  the  confine  of  our  church 
necessitates  a  more  adequate  support  of  the  various  boards  of  the  conference.  All  of  us 
have  sensed  something  of  the  progress  made  by  other  conferences  through  the  actions 
of  their  boards.  It  is  our  fondest  hope  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  shall  keep 
pace  with  the  most  progressive  conferences  in  Methodism.

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GREENSBORO  DISTRICT 

Report  of  the  District  Superintendent  of  the  Greensboro  District  to  the  Eighty- 
ninth  Annual  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  convening  at  St.  Paul  Church, 
Reidsville,  North  Carolina,  October  29th  to  November  2nd,  1947. 

Dear  Bishop  and  Brethren: 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  a  year  of  achievement  and  blessing  we  bring  to  this 
conference  the  report  of  another  year  of  labor. 

For  such  success  as  may  have  attended  our  work  we  are  debtor  to  God  and  to  a 
group  of  Pastors  who  despite  all  sorts  of  hindrances  have  stood  their  ground  like  true 
disciples  of  Jesus  Christ.  Under  the  terrific  demands  of  days  like  these,  they  have  not 
flinched. 

"We  also  pay  tribute  to  a  host  of  Christian  laymen  who  through  obstacles  of  every 
sort  have  stood  at  the  elbows  of  their  pastors  in  making  the  church  a  vital  agency  with 
which  to  grapple  the  evils  of  the  present  day. 

We  record  some  of  the  activities  of  the  year  and  nurture  the  hope  that  our  manner  of 
life  may  have  been  such  as  to  make  it  easier  for  our  comrades  to  find  the  mind  and  to 
reproduce  the  character  of  Jesus. 

We  have  visited  every  charge  on  the  district.  All  of  our  quarterly  conferences  have 
been  well  attended,  and  in  each  one  of  them  keen  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 
movements  of  our  great  church. 

God  has  been  good  to  us  in  that  he  has  preserved  the  lives  of  all  our  pastors  and 
their  families,  and  thus  being  sheltered  from  disease,  desolation,  famine  and  death,  and 
they  have  been  able  to  pursue  their  labors  with  increasing  energy,  unswerving  faithful- 
ness and  holy  zeal. 

MEMBERSHIP 

From  all  over  the  District  come  encouraging  reports  of  increases  in  membership  in 
our  churches.  Evidences  are  not  wanting  that  many  of  our  pastors  still  believe  with 
Wesley  that  a  preacher's  business  is  to  Save  Souls.  The  number  of  baptisms  recorded 
will  be  fore  in  excess  of  that  recorded  last  year. 

I  have  felt  that  Spiritual  Power  is  one  force  that  is  needed  in  every  phase  of  the 
development  of  Christianity  in  this  world.  Christ,  the  great  source  of  Spiritual  Power, 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  overthrow  of  evil  and  the  enthronement  of  righteousness. 
How  to  get  this  great  power  at  work  in  this  world  is  our  task.  One  of  the  ways  is  by 
evangelism. 

EVANGELISM 

In  our  thought  evangelism  encompasses  the  whole  round  of  Christian  activity, 
spiritual  uplift  and  social  betterment,  with  Paul  and  James,  Peter  and  Phillip  working 
side  by  side  for  the  enrichment  of  human  personality.  If  we  would  venture  a  definition 
we  would  say,  making  people  alive  to  God  in  all  departments  of  their  lives. 

Evangelism  is  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  the  Christian  gospel  to  the  end  that  men 
and  women,  boys  and  girls,  may  come  to  know  Christ,  love  Christ  and  follow  Christ  in 
all  the  various  relationships  of  life.  We  believe  that  this  is  the  first  business  of  the 
church,  and  have  so  recommended  to  the  Greensboro  district. 

We  believe  that  the  churches  of  this  conference — through  their  ministers  should 
keep  constantly  in  mind  in  the  preparation  of  their  sermons,  in  their  visitations,  and  in 
all  their  activities,  that  there  is  one  fundamental  purpose  behind  all  church  work,  and 
that  is  to  lead  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls,  into  a  belief  in  God  and  His  plan  of 
salvation. 
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CHRISTIAN  STEWARDSHIP 
This  has  been  a  year  of  Stewardship  Study  and  Practice  on  the  district. 
It  is  becoming  increasingly  clear  to  all  who  follow  Christ  that  all  of  life  and  all 
of  the  things  which  effect  life  must  be  very  definitely  surrendered  to  the  will  and  pur- 
poses of  God. 

Christians  today  as  ever  are  facing  a  most  acid  test  of  their  love  for  God  and  their 
fellowmen  in  their  relationship  to  money.  We  cannot  hope  to  reach  a  right  solution  if 
we  fail  to  recognize: 

1.  That  God  is  the  owner  of  all  things. 

2.  That  man  is  a  steward  and  must  so  conduct  himself  in  relationship  to  material 

as  to  recognize  Gods  definite  ownership,  and  that  he  as  a  Son  of  God  is  working  with 
God.  We  have  been  teaching  that  stewardship  with  Jesus  sprang  not  only  from  a  sense 
of  duty,  but  a  deep  love  for  the  Father  and  for  God's  other  children.  Quite  a  number 
have  signed  covenant  cards,  quite  a  number  pledged  to  tithe,  others  to  give  in  propor- 
tion to  income;  quite  a  number  dedicating  time  and  talent  to  lay  work  in  the  church. 
Some  recruits  for  the  ministry  and  others  full  time  service. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

We  have  urged  the  district  to  accept  sincerely  the  crusade  program 'with  emphasis 
on  church  school  enrollment  and  attendance,  one  month  of  which  has  passed. 

The  importance  of  Education  under  the  sheltering  wings  of  the  Christian  church 
is  the  supreme  concern  and  most  important  issue  of  the  hour. 

The  home  and  the  school  have  ever  been  twin  foundations  for  Christian  culture. 
They  are  well  nigh  the  only  means  of  Grace  for  childhood  since  in  secular  school  we 
have  little  or  no  such  opportunity.  In  so  many  instances  the  only  training  the  child  will 
ever  get  is  in  the  Sunday  School.  We  therefore  affirm  with  all  the  earnestness  of  intense 
conviction  that  pastors  and  people  must  do  all  within  their  power  to  get  educated 
Christian  parents  for  this  and  the  succeeding  generation  and  next  consecrated  educated 
teachers  for  those  now  committed  to  our  trust.  We  have  taught  that  this  divine  impera- 
tive cannot  be  ignored  or  neglected.  It  is  little  short  of  crime  if  the  coming  citizen  gets 
an  impaired  or  depreciated  heritage.  I  am  confident  that  some  of  our  pastor's  reports 
will  show  more  than  the  apportioned  number  added  to  the  church  through  the  church 
schools  already. 

HIGH  EDUCATION 

Moving  into  the  realm  of  higher  religious  education.  The  schools  within  the 
confines  of  the  conference  are  Bennett  College  at  Greensboro  and  Allen  High  School 
at  Asheville.  These  schools  have  had  most  hearty  support,  and  the  pastors  reports  will 
show  an  increase  this  year. 

It  is  a  delightful  duty  to  bring  before  you  the  work  being  done  by  these  our  own 
schools,  where  young  people  can  fit  themselves  not  alone  for  means  of  a  livelihood,  but 
for  acquirement  of  Christian  culoire,  for  the  highest  forms  of  usefulness  in  society. 

CHURCH  LITERATURE 

We  are  very  careful  in  this  matter — urging  the  use  and  importance  of  our  church 
literature.  It  is  essential  to  the  spread  and  growth  of  methodism.  That  one  may  know  the 
doctrine,  policy  and  laws  of  methodism.  He  must  read  his  church  literature.  We  reco.m- 
mend  as  a  church  paper  in  quarterly  conferences  and  from  the  pulpit,  the  Christian 
Advocate,  Central  Edition.  We  sent  to  the  office  one  hundred  twenty-one  subscriptions 
at  our  District  Conference,  and  we  are  reporting  many  more  here  this  week. 

SUMMARY 

Basses  and  Raleigh — W.  T.  Lomax,  pastor.  He  has  a  firm  grip  upon  his  people. 
The  people  confide  in  him.  He  is  a  big-hearted  Christian  gentleman  and  a  gospel 
preacher.  The  salary  of  this  charge  has  been  increased  to  eighteen  hundred  dollars. 
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Brown  Summit — Eugene  Black,  pastor.  Here  we  have  three  thrifty  and  energetic 
congregations.  This  is  due,  in  the  main,  to  the  pastor,  for  he  himself  is  a  man  of  thrift 
and  alertness;  and  his  people  have  caught  his  spirit.  Great  improvements,  both  in  the 
spiritual  and  physical  condition  of  these  churches  are  noticeable. 

Bullock — R.  J.  Shipp,  pastor.  Although  retired,  brother  Shipp  has  served  this 
charge  for  fifteen  years  successfully,  and  leaves  the  work  in  very  good  shape. 

Durham — R.  C.  Sharpe,  pastor.  This  is  a  new  charge,  but  a  good  years  work 
has  been  done.  We  are  profoundly  greatful  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  (largely  influenced  by  our  friend  Dr.  Edgar  A.  Love)  for  the  purchase  of  a 
very  prominent  and  beautiful  lot  on  Fayetteville  Street  upon  which  stands  two  dwellings. 
This  property  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  Fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  Services 
will  be  held  each  Sunday  beginning  with  the  new  conference  year  in  one  of  the  build- 
ings. The  pastor  has  made  rigid  sacrifices  to  bring  this  charge  to  the  front. 

Empire — D.  A.  Hill,  pastor.  There  has  been  a  general  renovation  on  this  charge. 
Each  building  has  been  improved  and  beautified.  The  home  of  Brother  Hill  looks  like 
a  new  place  since  he  has  taken  unto  himself  a  wife.  She  has  indeed  enlivened  the  situa- 
tion and  brought  a  broad  smile  upon  the  pastor's  face. 

Browning — R.  D.  Crockett,  pastor.  This  charge  has  done  a  fine  years  work,  and 
they  plead  for  the  pastor's  return. 

High  Street — W.  E.  Hairston.  High  Street  has  had  a  fine  year.  Some  improvements 
have  been  made  on  the  parsonage,  and  a  very  keen  interest  has  been  shown  in  building 
a  new  church.  The  bank  account  shows  $5,249.05  of  which  $3,557.05  has  been  raised 
this  year  for  this  purpose.  The  salary  has  advanced  one  hundred  dollars. 

North  West  Greensboro — P.  I.  Wells  has  done  a  splendid  year's  work.  This  charge 
has  three  splendid  churches.  New  pews  have  just  been  installed  at  Warren  Street,  at 
a  cost  of  twenty-one  hundred  dollars,  paid  with  the  exception  of  a  little  more  than  two 
hundred.  This  charge  has  three  of  the  best  furnished  churches  on  the  District.  The 
salary  was  raised  in  the  first  quarterly  conference  on  this  charge. 

South  Greensboro — J.  W.  Shuford.  We  compliment  him  for  knowing  how  to  stay 
at  a  place  as  long  as  he  pleases;  notwithstanding  this  is  his  twelfth  year,  the  cry  comes 
for  his  return.  The  work  is  in  fine  condition. 

St.  Matthews — G.  M.  Phelps.  This  church,  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  our 
pastor  here,  has  grown  much  along  financial,  social,  and  spiritual  lines.  A  budget  of 
twelve  thousand  dollars  has  been  raised,  and  pastors  salary  raised  to  thirt^f-five  hun- 
dred. 

Kernersville  Circuit — F.  D.  Morehead,  pastor.  He  has  labored  hard  to  advance  the 
work.  He  has  accomplished  splendid  results  under  the  existing  conditions. 

Leaksville — E.  M.  McLeod.  Some  improvements  have  been  made  at  each  of  the 
churches,  but  in  the  town  church  no  pains  or  money  have  been  spared  in  making  a  clean, 
comfortable,  and  beautiful  church. 

Newport  News,  Va. — Beverly  Brown,  pastor:  Too  much  cannot  be  said  to  the 
credit  of  this  pastor,  for  God  has  honored  both  him  and  his  work  in  this  field.  A  cash 
salary  of  sixteen  hundred  fifty  dollars  has  been  paid  which  is  almost  double  any  years 
previous  salary,  thirty-five  dollars  per  month  has  been  paid  for  a  parsonage,  the  roof 
is  being  placed  on  a  new  concrete  block  church  at  Pleasant  Ridge,  and  the  foundation 
has  been  laid  for  a  new  annex  in  the  city.  The  membership  and  attendance  has  greatly 
increased,  and  all  claims  are  paid  one  hundred  per  cent. 

Oxford — J.  W.  Hall,  pastor.  Here  again  we  compliment  a  pastor  for  knowing 
how  to  stay  at  a  place  as  long  as  he  pleases,  not  withstanding  this  closes  his  twentieth 
year,  and  the  cry  was  never  louder  for  his  return  than  now.  This  church  has  been  success- 
ful in  securing  one  of  the  army  chapels  at  a  cost  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  and  are 
making  plans  to  dismantle  and  move  it  to  the  church  site.  The  money  had  been  raised 
previously  so  they  were  able  to  pay  cash. 
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Raleigh — W.  J.  Cameron.  The  pastor  has  done  good  work  on  this  charge.  The 
charge  has  never  been  in  better  condition  than  at  this  time.  The  church  and  parsonage 
are  in  good  repair,  and  old  street  assessment  settled,  new  corners  established  for  both 
the  church  and  parsonage  grounds,  and  the  pastor  is  intensely  interested  in  the  general 
uplift  of  the  charge. 

Ramseur — P.  W.  Webb,  pastor.  There  is  much  to  do  on  this  charge,  and  the 
pastor  must  exercise  a  great  deal  of  tact,  skill  and  hard  work.  He  has  shouldered  this 
responsibility  like  a  hero,  working  hard  to  move  the  church  at  Ramseur  and  it  now 
stands  on  a  much  more  beautiful  and  valuable  site  across  the  street.  The  other  needed 
repairs  on  the  building  are  planned  and  much  of  it  paid  for  and  will  be  made  in  the 
very  near  future.  This  church  while  under  repair  entertained  the  District  Conference 
in  the  school  building  to  the  praise  of  all  that  attended. 

Randleman — D.  C.  Skeen,  pastor.  This  charge  is  doing  fairly  well  but  not  as  well  as 
we  would,  like  for  it  to  do.  The  travel  is  difficult  for  a  retired  preacher,  but  brother 
Skeen  has  preached  strong  sermons,  and  done  wonderfully  well  this  year. 

Reidsville — S.  L.  Townsend,  pastor.  I  need  not  say  much  about  the  work  here 
for  you  need  but  look  about  you  and  see  that  much  preparation  has  been  made  for  our 
coming.   The  salary  has  been  increased  to  forty  dollars  per  week. 

Summerfield  -  Collins  Grove  and  St.  James — R.  W.  Winchester,  pastor.  This  has 
been  one  of  the  best  years  in  the  history  of  the  charge.  At  Summerfield  the  well  has  been 
revamped  and  other  repairs  on  ground  and  building  made.  There  are  repairs  going  on 
at  St.  James  and  other  materials  on  the  ground.  Collins  Grove  has  turned  the  church 
building  around  and  repairs  are  now  going  on  which  will  greatly  enhance  the  value  and 
beauty  of  this  church.  The  charge  is  very  outspoken  for  the  return  of  the  pastor. 

Wesley  -  Chapel  Hill — J.  H.  Ledwell,  pastor.  This  work  has  never  been  in  better 
condition  than  at  this  time.  The  pastor  has  proven  himself  to  be  a  safe  leader,  after 
whom  the  people  delight  to  follow.  A  splendid  year's  work  has  been  done  by  both 
pastor  and  people.  Chapel  Hill  has  been  made  one  of  our  most  beautiful  rural  churches. 
It  was  at  this  point  we  held  our  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  Instimte,  and  this  charge 
gave  royal  entertainment.  Wesleys  Chapel  is  now  talking  a  New  Church  buildmg  . 

Laughlin  Memorial — T.  C.  Tarpley,  pastor.  Little  but  loud  are  both  pastor  and 
people  of  this  charge.  He  has  proven  himself  to  be  the  man  of  the  hour  by  taking  charge 
of  the  small  work  and  bringing  it  up  to  a  higher  standard  than  ever  before  The  work 
has  prospered  greatly  this  year  along  all  lines.  The  foundation  is  being  dug  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  church  building  and  some  material  on  the  ground,  and  money  in  the 
treasurer. 

GRATITUDE 

And  now  Bishop  Shaw  we  are  glad  to  have  you  with  us  again.  We  are  glad  that 
your  life  has  been  spared  and  that  you  are  in  good  health;  and  the  blessings  of  the 
Lord  attends  you  and  your  family. 

Many  thanks  to  you  for  timely  advice,  suggestions  and  plans  given  us  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  district.  The  Greensboro  District  regards  you  as  a  Christian  gentleman, 
a  patriotic  churchman  and  a  great  Methodist. 

Many  thanks  to  my  fellow  ministers  for  the  Christ-like  spirit  they  have  exercised 
toward  me  and  mine  and  too  for  the  Christian  courtesies  and  mutual  cooperation  in 
the  great  work  of  the  master. 

Many  thanks  to  our  laity,  the  chief  cornerstone  of  support.  Thanks  to  our  Great 
Jehovah,  Priest  and  King,  for  health,  guidance,  and  support. 

May  I  close  this  my  second  report  of  the  Greensboro  District  with  the  words  of 
John  Oxenham: 

-Not  what,  but  WHOM,  I  do  believe,  That  in  my  hour  of  darkest  need,  Hath 
comfort  that  no  mortal  creed  To  mortal  man  may  give;-Not  what,  but  WHOM! 
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For  Christ  is  more  than  all  the  creeds,  and  His  full  life  of  gentle  deeds — Shall  all  the 
creeds  outlive.  Not  what  do  I  believe,  but  WHOM! 

"WHO  walks  beside  me  in  the  gloom!  WHO  shares  the  burden  wearisome!  WHO 
all  the  dim  way  doth  illume,  and  bids  me  look  beyond  the  tomb.  The  larger  Life  fo 
live!  Not  what  I  do  believe  BUT  WHOM!  Not  what,  BUT  WHOM!"

Bishop  Shaw,  Brother  Ministers,  Delegates  and  Co-workers : 

Permit  me  to  acknowledge  my  thankfulness  to  God  for  His  kind  and  gentle  dealing 
with  the  Laurinburg  District  through  this  conference  year.  Death  has  not  invaded  our 
ministerial  rank,  but  did  remove  Mrs.  E.  M.  Wells  from  our  midst  during  the  month 
of  July    In  regards  to  the  laity  of  the  district,  deaths  have  been  few. 

In  November  of  1946,  the  pastors  and  Lay  leaders  assembled  at  Galilee  Church, 
Laurinburg,  N.  C.  The  total  program  of  the  year  was  presented  and  Christian  Steward- 
ship became  a  lively  discussion,  especially  as  it  relates  to  tithing.  We  were  able  to  agree 
that  God  is  the  owner  of  all  things  and  that  man  is  God's  Steward.  And,  as  God's  stewards 
we  should  enter  upon  our  duty  in  relation  to  this  program  prayerfully.  Finally,  the  pro- 
gram was  accepted  as  outlined.  Thus,  we  were  successful  in  the  organization  of  the 
district  into  working  groups.  Each  pastor  was  asked  to  cultivate  his  own  pastorial  field 
according  to  his  best  judgment.  In  every  charge  the  pastor  has  labored  ceaselessly  to 
prove  himself  a  servant  of  God  and  man.  Even  though  goals  have  not  been  reached,  nor 
standards  maintained  there  are  telling  results  in  every  charge. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  transferring  of  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Erwin  from  Phila- 
delphia and  Hoffman  circuit  to  the  Washington  Conference.  After  receiving  informa- 
tion from  Rev.  E.  C.  Tatum,  that  he  had  already  entered  school  for  the  Summer  and 
could  not  serve,  by  consent  of  Bishop  Shaw,  these  substitutions  were  made.  Rev.  J.  J. 
Patterson,  Philadelphia;  Rev.  H.  Perry,  Hoffman  and  St.  Peters.  We  are  grateful  for 
their  labors  and  accomplishments. 

The  spiritual  life  in  each  charge  has  been  elevated.  And,  in  most  of  the  charges 
successful  revivals  have  been  conducted. 

Church  schools  on  the  district  are  in  fine  working  condition.  Two  hundred  new 
members  have  been  added  during  the  year. 

The  Woman's  society  of  Christian  service  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Lubertha  Thompson  still  holds  its  record  and  esteem  on  the  Laurinburg  District.  Many 
of  the  local  auxiliaries  have  done  great  work  in  their  local  churches  this  year. 

The  Methodist  Men  are  being  awakened  the  larger  part  they  should  play  in  the 
program  of  the  church. 

The  laity,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Rayford  is  still  on  its  march. 

In  consideration  of  the  practice  of  Christian  Stewardship  in  the  churches  of  the 
district,  sixteen  of  the  eighteen  charges  joined  the  ranks.  Number  signing  cards,  one 
thousand.  Tithers,  ninety-two.  Proportionate  givers,  eleven  hundred.  Number  dedicating 
time  and  talent  to  lay  work  in  the  church,  one  hundred  eighty-four.  Recruits  for  the 
ministry,  twelve. 

Both  the  Youth  Institute  and  the  District  Conference  served  as  points  of  education  in 
many  matters  pertaining  to  the  church  program.  Youth  instimte  was  held  at  Bomo.re. 
Host  pastors,  Rev.  J.  H.  McCallum.  The  District  Conference  convened  at  Rowland. 
Host,  Rev.  J.  L.  Alford. 
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Benevolence  Giving — World  service  will  probably  reach  one  hundred  per  cent 
of  its  asking.  Bennett  College  one  hundred  per  cent  in  its  asking.  Conference  Cultivation 
and  other  educational  askings  show  a  slight  decrease.  As  a  whole  the  pastors  have  work- 
ed zealously  for  all  causes  and  deserve  commendation  for  their  accomplishments. 


BUILDING  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

A  number  of  the  parsonages  have  had  minor  repairs  and  interior  painting.  The 
parsonage  at  Fayetteville  under  construction  for  two  years  has  gone  forward  almost  to 
completion.  Pastor  and  family  moved  in  in  January.  Dr.  H.  L.  Ashe  is  the  pastor. 

Churches — McQueens  Chapel  on  the  Sanford  Circuit  was  halted  for  corrections 
to  be  made  in  the  structure  as  required  by  the  General  Board  of  our  church.  These 
corrections  have  been  made  and  aid  received  from  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extensions.  With  this  aid  and  the  amount  of  money  on  hand  by  the  congregation,  that 
work  can  go  forward  until  services  can  be  held  in  the  building.  Rev.  J.  F.  Sawyer  is  the 
pastor. 

Chapel  Church  at  Red  Springs  has  made  a  most  rapid  progress  during  the  year. 
Work  on  the  building  is  slow  at  present  because  of  insufficient  funds.  Assistance  has 
been  granted  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  extension,  but,  has  not  yet  arrived. 
The  pastor  and  congregation  have  labored  hard  to  complete  the  roof  before  Winter 
weather  begins.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  this  aim  may  be  accomplished.  This  church 
asked  at  the  last  conference  of  its  own  accord  to  become  a  stationed  charge,  doubled  its 
salary  and  paid  all  claims  one  hundred  per  cent.  They  have  raised  and  paid  more  than 
eight-thousand  dollars  on  the  building  since  conference. 

There  are  two  other  churches  Wall  Chapel  at  Bomore  and  Piney  Grove  on  the 
Maxton  Charge,  at  the  point  to  begin  remodeling  or  rebuilding.  It  is  our  personal  con- 
viction that  though  this  building  program  is  a  much  needed  one  that  has  already  been 
delayed  too  long,  yet,  at  this  point  it  should  be  carefully  studied  and  gently  guided. 

Debts  on  the  district  have  been  reduced  considerably  this  year.  Charlotte  Simpson 
Memorial  has  reduced  its  debt  from  $2480  to  $460.  Laurinburg,  Galilee  $1600   to 

$ .  Hamlet,  St.  Peters  has  ordered  church  furniture  totaling  $5000.  A  down 

payment  of  $500  was  made  Oct.  1,  and  the  remainder  to  be  paid  before  and  on  delivery. 
Other  churches  deserving  mention  for  improvement  made  on  building  are  these:  our 
little  church  at  Pembroke  and  Pleasant  Grove  at  Fairmont. 

The  Ministers'  Wives  Association  has  been  very  influential  since  first  founded. 
During  its  hour  session  at  the  District  Conference  a  strong  plea  was  made  for  larger 
giving  to  this  worthy  cause.   We  trust  that  their  endeavors  have  been  successful. 

Ministerial  support:  The  salaries  of  ministers,  as  of  this  year  with  the  exception 
of  a  very  few  cases,  will  be  one  hundred  per  cent  in  their  conference  report.  Durmg 
the  round  of  the  Fourth  quarter  conference,  ministerial  support  for  the  coming  year  ap- 
peared to  be  a  very  important  phase  in  the  business.  Serious  thought  was  given  to 
ministers  and  to  congregations.  This,  however,  prevailed,  that  because  of  drifting  fi- 
nancial trends,  both  hesitated  to  make  advances.  However,  a  few  were  adventurous. 
The  charges  advancing  two  hundred  dollars  in  salary  for  another  year  are  these:  Beaver 
Dam  and  Fairmont,  Bomore  and  Mt.  Zion,  Charlotte  Simpson  Chapel,  Fayetteville 
Wesley  Chapel.  Lumberton  took  this  view  in  January,  considering  the  high  cost  of 
living  and  demands  made  on  the  pastor  to  meet  these  demands,  is  to  give  him  a  sub- 
stantial support.  In  the  absence  of  the  pastor,  and  without  his  knowledge,  the  officials 
advanced  the  salary  from  $1400  a  year  to  $2080  a  year. 

To  the  pastors  and  congregation  of  the  Laurinburg  District,  accept  our  compliments 
for  the  fine  wav  you  have  done  your  jobs  through  the  year.  Once  again,  with  renewed 
faith  and  confidence  in  God,  we  bow  in  humble  submission  before  Him  and  offer  our 
thanks  to  Him,  who  so  graciously  has  bestowed  His  favors  upon  us,  both  collectively  and 
individually.  Inwardly,  may  we  say  together  this  hymn  of  Integrity: 
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Be  Strong!

Bishop  Shaw,  words  are  inadequate 
for  me  to  express  how  grateful  I  am  to  you  for  your  able  leadership,  that  lead  us  so 
safely  across  another  year  of  hard  work,  and  yet,  full  of  joy,  sunshine  and  achievement. 
It  has  been  a  happy  pleasure  to  work  these  four  years  under  your  supervision.  Your 
profound  love  and  kindness  have  been  a  great  benediction  to  us  in  our  work.  We  lifting 
our  voice  with  the  Area  Council  in  asking  for  your  remrn  to  us  another  four  years.  It 
is  right  and  fitting  that  you  do  so,  in  order,  to  see  the  fruit  of  your  able  and  wise 
leadership  in  this  last  phase,  the  Crusade  for  Christ.  To  the  pastors  of  the  District, 
who  have  given  their  royal  devotion  and  unselfish  service,  which  has  made  this  report 
possible.  My  heart  goes  out  to  you  in  song  and  praise  for  the  very  splendid  accomplish- 
ment that  you  made,  not  only  your  full  quota  in  finance,  but  the  way  you  have  led  men 
and  women,  boys  and  girls  into  the  rich  fellowship  of  Christ. 

CHRISTIAN  STEWARDSHIP 

The  closing  message  given  by  our  Bishop  Alexander  P.  Shaw,  at  the  last  Annual 
Conference,  which  was  so  stirring,  inspiring,  convincing  and  eloquently  delivered,  on 
the  subject,  "Some  Men  Who  Walked  Away  From  God"  sent  us  to  our  new  task  full 
of  hope  and  assurance,  in  leading  men  and  women  in  the  practice  of  stewardship.  All 
pastors  of  the  District  havin"?  already  purchased  the  yearbook  on  stewardship,  "The 
Christian  Motive  And  Method  In  Stewardship,"  Trimble,  we  begin  this  year  by  setting 
up  in  every  local  church  stewardship  classes  and  urging  the  ordering  of  two  class  texts, 
"To  Whom  Much  Is  Given,"  Thomas;  and  "The  Message  of  Stewardship,"  Cushman. 
There  were  37  classes  set  up  on  the  District.  Many  of  these  did  the  12  lessons,  in  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year.  Others  were  hindered  by  inclement  weather,  however, 
finished  theirs  later.  In  these  three  months  89  persons  joined  the  churches,  some  coming 
in  through  the  classes.  There  were  1,430  persons  signed  the  Covnant  Cards  to  "seek 
to  serve  God  in  daily  work,  among  these  340  tithers,  700  givers  in  other  proportion 
to  income.  From  the  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  pastors  and  key  workers,  so  much 
literature,  said  to  us.  Read  ourselves  full;  Think  ourselves  straight;  Pray  ourselves 
warm  and  let  ourselves  go  into  the  great  task. 
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RURAL  CHURCH  WORK 
One  has  said  of  the  rural  community,  "And  here  at  last  we  find,  Strict  diagnosis  of 
our  malady,  which  is,  in  short,  that  a  man  is  heaven-starved,  men  are  born  thristing  for 
the  Infinite.  Our  attendance  in  on  the  National  Methodist  Rural  Life  Conference  in 
Lincoln,  Nebraska,  July  29-31,  demonstrated  to  the  rural  communities,  that  the  General 
Church,  had  sensed  the  grave  problem  in  the  rural,  and  saw  the  need  of  an  adequate, 
intelligent  ministry,  with  sufficient  salary  like  the  city  ministry.  This  would  close  the 
rural  doors,  which  had  channeled  the  best  leadership  from  the  rural  into  the  city  ap- 
pointment. Just  like  the  one  school  teacher  in  the  rural  is  passing  swiftly  into  consolida- 
tion with  other  schools  where  all  children  may  have  the  same  efficient  teachers  and 
facilities.  Therefore,  the  larger  Parish  is  one  way  the  rural  communities  may  have  train- 
ed leadership.  In  this  way  many  of  the  small  churches  in  the  rural  and  small  towns,  can 
be  grouped  together,  under  one  trained  leader,  having  one  or  two  lay  preachers  to  assist 
him.  Or  using  the  bus  system,  and  having  one  central  place  of  worship  for  many  of  the 
small  congregations.  I  think  a  minister  will  become  rural  minded  when  he  has  the 
same  living  convenience  as  the  city  pastor,  with  an  adequate  salary.  The  Lord's  Acre  Plan 
can  help  to  support  this  program.  This  plan  should  be  in  every  rural  and  small  town. 
Then,  there  is  a  Lord's  Hour  Plan  where  all  members  of  the  family  may  give  so  much 
of  their  time  to  the  Lord.  The  first  hours  of  the  week,  say  Monday,  let  the  Lord  have 
a  few  of  those  hours,  sharing  with  God  some  of  the  things,  like,  chickens,  pigs,  calves, 
cotton,  wheat,  apples,  corn.  We  are  trying  out  the  Lord's  Acre  Plan.  At  Brooks  Chapel 
five  acres  of  cotton  and  at  El-Bethel  we  have  five  acres.  Each  place  will  bring  more 
than  five  bales.  Other  charges  have  from  one  to  12  acres. 

BUILDING  AND  IMPROVING 

This  year  has  been  our  best  time  to  gather  money  for  our  building  fund.  At 
Stanley,  Reverend  Cook,  pastor,  has  built  a  fine  little  church,  and  the  men  of  the  church 
are  painting  it.  Rev.  Cook  has  made  a  fine  showing  there.  Rev.  Pass  at  Philadelphia,  is 
adding  three  Sunday  School  rooms  and  a  heating  plant.  Rev.  Friend,  has  a  building  fund 
of  S4,000,  remodeling  St.  Paul,  and  has  already  collected  and  painted  inside  Stewart 
Chapel.  Rev.  Bailey  has  built  a  parsonage  at  a  cost  of  $3,500  and  has  Beaver  Creek 
the  new  church  where  they  can  worship  in  it.  Rev.  Gamble,  since  he  has  been  at  Kings 
Mountain  Charge,  has  bought  a  almost  new  house  for  the  parsonage,  and  remodeled  the 
inside  his  other  church,  Galilee.  Rev.  L.  A.  Brown  has  a  building  fund  for  his  new 
church  of  $7,000.  Rev.  Burwick  has  a  building  fund  for  building  a  new  church  at  Gas- 
tonia  of  $3,000.  Rev.  Strickland,  is  building  a  $17,000  church  instead  of  remodeling 
the  old  one.  Rev.  Hill  has  finished  the  church  at  Bessemer  and  fixing  a  fine  basement. 
Rev.  Dula  at  Wellspring  is  putting  in  a  heating  plant.  Rev.  Houston  is  repairing  the 
church  at  Boone  and  fixing  a  basement.  And  putting  in  a  heating  plant  at  Worrow. 
Granite  Falls  is  putting  in  a  heating  plant.  Rev.  McCallum,  pastor.  Rev.  Bridges  has 
put  new  siding  on  Hartzell  church  and  parsonage.  And  renovated  the  inside  of  the 
parsonage.  West  Asheville  has  around  $200,  for  remodeling  their  parsonage.  Rev. 
Mrs.  Parker,  pastor.  Rev.  Bert  Dula  is  building  a  new  church  at  Mt.  Beulah.  Rev. 
Burge  has  just  finished  a  parsonage,  which  is  a  dream  of  all  Methodist,  for  the  next 
50  years.  This  building  cost  $6,600.  Our  little  church  at  Cherryville  is  ready  to  build. 
Why  we  have  gotten  along  somewhat  slow  in  the  building  campaign,  because  building 
material  and  labor  have  been  hard  to  get. 

METHODIST  MEN  ON  THE  DISTRICT 

Many  of  the  organizations  of  the  Methodist  men  on  the  District  have  made  a 
good  showing  in  the  local  and  District  work.  These  organizations  plan  to  take  their 
share  in  building  the  enrollment  and  attendance  in  the  Church  School. 

THE  WOMAN  S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

These  faithful  women  are  doing  their  share  in  carrying  forward  the  local  church 
program.  They  are  also  lending  their  unselfish  service  to  the  work  on  the  District.  They 
are  largely  responsible  for  the  progress  made  in  soul  winning  and  the  church  building 
program  on  the  district. 
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THE  MINISTER'S  WIVES 

Here  again  our  praise  goes  out  to  one  of  the  most  loyal,  stirring  and  thoughtful 
group  of  our  Conference.  Their  contribution  will  keep  the  wolf  from  many  a  retired 
minister's  door.  And  many  a  child  will  be  blessed  and  widows  will  not  fail  to  thank 
our  heavenly  Father  for  this  divine  act. 

THE  INCREASE  IN  ENROLLMENT  AND  ATTENDANCE  IN  THE 
CHURCH  SCHOOL 

In  the  meeting  with  the  Area  Council  District  Superintendents,  the  Church  School 
was  discussed  and  this  agreement  was  reached,  that  we  have  sub-district  meeting  and 
one  general  m.eeting  for  the  whole  District.  On  my  return  we  began  setting  up  the 
dates  and  places  of  these  sub-district  meetings.  On  September  l6th  we  had  our  first 
meeting,  at  Rockhill,  speakers,  Mrs.  Mary  N.  Morrison  and  Mrs.  Jetta  Morrison, 
Subjects  discussed,  were  "The  Enrollment  and  Attendance  In  The  Church  School, 
How  The  Family  May  Face  Its  Responsibility,"  and  "The  Organization  and  Functioning 
of  the  Board  of  Education."  These  two  Morrisons  were  the  speakers  at  Wilkesboro, 
Motz  and  Morrow.  At  Kings  Mountain,  same  order  was  followed,  using  the  same 
subjects.  Speakers:  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hogue,  Mrs.  O.  W.  Burwick  and  Mrs.  D.  A.  Spencer. 
At  Marion,  Rev.  Brown,  Rev.  Bridges  and  Rev.  McCallum.  All  these  workers  have 
been  certified  to  do  this  kind  of  work.  At  each  meeting  a  lovely  supper  was  served. 
A  total  of  346  Church  School  superintendents,  officers,  teachers  and  pastors  attended. 
We  have  set  up  a  Board  of  Education  in  each  church  where  we  found  none.  Dr.  E. 
Stanley  Jones  says  about  this  work,  "But  oars  alone  can  never  prevail.  To  reach  the 
distant  coast,  The  breath  of  heaven  must  swell  the  sail.  Or,  all  the  toil  is  lost."  Already 
^  from  the  visitors  report,  who  were  appointed  by  the  Board,  new  members  are  flowing 
V**  into  the  schools,  at  present  183  have  joined.  The  family  is  the  object  of  the  hour.  This 
is  their  "Ten  Commandments  of  a  Happy  Home." 

1.  Thou  shall  re-establish  the  practice  of  the  family  pew  that  thy  church  may  be 
strengthened  and  thy  home  benefited.  2.  Thou  shall  honor  thy  father  and  mother  and 
thy  sister  and  brother  that  their  personalities  may  grow  into  surpassing  beauty,  and 
that  thine  may  grow  likewise.  3.  Thou  shall  worship  the  one  true  God  and  Father 
at  the  family  altar.  Thou  shall  keep  thy  love  pure,  undefiled  by  turning  from  evil  tempta- 
tions. Thou  shall  plan  and  play  together. 

THE  DISTRICT  YOUTH  WORK 

The  District  MYF  met  in  Shelby,  June  11th  and  re-organized  and  elected  two 
delegates  and  one  alternate  to  go  to  the  National  Youth  Conference,  December  30th, 
1947  -  January  2,  1948,  Cleveland,  O.  Since  that  time  they  have  increased  the  number 
to  five.  They  sponsored  a  program  in  Hickory,  October  3rd.  Four  Youth  choirs  were 
represented.  Others  who  could  not  come  sent  a  donation.  And  it  is  our  hope  that  when 
all  donations  are  in  we  will  have  enough  to  take  care  of  the  whole  delegation.  In  the 
World  Service  Contest,  we  had  twenty  young  boys  and  girls  to  attempt  to  write  on  the 
subject.  Eight  of  the  twenty  participated  in  the  district  contest.  Not  having  a  Conference 
Contest,  we  sent  four  of  our  best  speakers  to  Baltimore,  at  a  cost  to  the  district  of  $100. 
Feeling  that  if  all  failed,  they  were  due  the  trip  for  the  earnestness  they  had  shown 
already  in  the  District  Contest.  But  Miss  Willie  M.  Broome  won  the  first  place  in  the 
N.  C.  Conference  contest,  and  the  first  place  in  the  area.  And  going  on  to  the  Central 
Jurisdiction,  winning  the  sixth  place  there.  And  hard  work  done  by  these  girls  and  boys 
to  win  a  scholarship  was  recognized  by  some  of  our  fine  laymen  and  laywomen,  until 
a  District  Scholarship  is  being  sponsored  by  this  group  for  the  helping  of  some  worthy 
boy  or  girl  who  are  religiously  inclined  and  will  attend  one  of  the  colleges.  We  have 
raised  already  for  this  fund,  $50.00.  These  young  persons  are  sponsoring  a  Recreational 
Center  for  the  good  of  the  district  this  summer.  And  it  is  their  fond  hope  that  in 
August,  there  will  be  a  district  picnic,  on  this  ground,  for  all  the  Church  schools. 

DISTRICT  CULTIVATION  AND  EDUCATION 

This  year  we  have  cultivated  the  district  with  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  I  want 
to  thank  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  through  Dr.  Love,  tor 
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giving  this  again,  a  District  Worker,  who  has  held  eleven  such  schools  and  participated 
in  many  other  meetings.  "We  opened  our  Leadership  Training  School  for  both  young 
and  old,  on  the  4th  of  August,  and  closed  it  on  the  eighth.  Having  six  teachers  accred- 
ited by  the  Board  of  Education  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  This  school  offered  the  following 
courses,  "Youth  Work,"  by  Mrs.  Henrietta  Twitty,  "Childrtn  Work,"  by  Mrs.  D.  A. 
Spencer,  "Men  and  Home  at  Work  In  The  Local  Church,"  by  Mrs.  Naomi  McCallum, 
"Music  In  The  Local  Church,"  by  Rev.  L.  A.  Brown,  "Stewardship,"  by  Rev.  Ramsey 
Bridges  and  "Recreation,"  by  Miss  Delilah  M.  Hogue.  The  D.  S.  !?ave  a  report  on  the 
National  Methodist  Rural  Life  Conference,  held  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  July  19-22.  Mrs. 
Evangelene  Jones  the  supply  secretary.  We  had  the  largest  group  of  young  people  ever 
attended  our  Training  school.  Our  praise  cannot  go  out  too  strongly  for  the  work  our 
Youth  are  doing  this  year.  We  as  a  conference  cannot  do  too  much  to  encourage  our 
youth.

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  His  providential  guidance 
and  a  deep  sense  of  appreciation  for  the  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  of  my  fellow  minis- 
ters, their  wives,  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Winston  District  that  I  come  to  make 
this  my  second  annual  report.  The  spirit  of  fellowship  has  truly  characterized  our  work. 

SICKNESS  AND  DEATH

Asheboro,  Rev.  J.  W.  Lynch,  Pastor — Brother  Lynch  was  assigned  to  this  church 
last  year.  He  came  in  with  the  determination  to  do  a  good  job.  He  has  shown  leader- 
ship ability  and  great  patience  in  dealing  with  many  problems.  The  church  has  been 
redecorated  and  a  new  furnace  installed.  All  claims  are  paid  and  the  people  are  in 
fine  spirit.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  EVANGELISM 

Brethren : 

During  the  past  year  our  attention  has  been  turned  toward  the  promotion  of 
"Evangelism"  in  the  church  and  among  "all  men."  As  we  pass  into  our  new  year  from 
the  period  of  the  crusades,  let  us  stop  and  take  stock  of  our  accomplishments. 

According  to  Rev.  Roy  S.  Short,  one  of  our  editors,  "one  of  the  most  hopeful  signs 
of  these  times  is  the  fact  that  throughout  the  Christian  World  there  seems  to  be  a  new 
interest  in  the  matter  of  Evangelism."  In  support  of  his  statement,  I  should  like  to 
mention  that  I  have  visited  the  following  places  during  the  past  year  holding  meetings 
or  attending  conferences:  Mooresville,  Gastonia,  Shelby,  Lexington,  Madison  Walnut 
Cove,  Elkin,  Hamlet,  Mt.  Airy,  Kings  Mountain,  Rural  Hall  and  Durham,  N.  C.;  Co- 
lumbia S.  C,  Detroit  and  Albion  Mich.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Washington,  D.  C ,  Middle- 
burg  and  Richmond,  Va.  In  each  of  these  places  we  saw  a  great  awakening  of  mankind 
to  his  evangelistic  duty. 

Rev  Short  in  his  "Evangelistic  Preaching"  classifies  preaching  according  to  the 
end  that  it  is  designed  to  accomplish.  He  states  that  some  preaching  is  designed  to  at- 
tract the  crowd;  some  to  satisfy  religious  curosity-  still  others  for  religious  information; 
another  for  social  reforms  and  the  other  is  for  evangelistic  purposes.  It  is  the  Evange- 
listic Preaching  that  I  have  attempted  to  carry  on  whenever  and  wherever  possible. 
My  missions  have  been  mainly  in  the  fields  of  educational  evangelism;   evangelism 
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through  worship  and  case  work  evangelism.  We  borrowed  the  name  Case  Work 
Evangelism  from  the  Social  Work  World  meaning  to  deal  with  specific  individuals  with 
specific  problems.  It  is  here  that  we  have  visited  the  sick,  troubled  and  maladjusted  in- 
dividuals in  our  communities,  carrying  the  word  of  God  and  the  hope  of  eternity.  In 
our  everj'  meeting,  we  have  utilized  both  educational  evangelism  and  evangelism 
through  worship.  As  we  draw  some  to  God  we  prepare  others  to  aid  in  our  crusades. 
It  is  my  conviction  that  we  can  best  carry  out  our  program  through  the  education  of 
our  ministers,  laymen  and  other  Christian  Leaders.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  our  con- 
ferences to  point  the  way  in  the  teachings  and  preachings  of  evangelism.  First  to  show 
that  Evangelistic  Preaching  is  realistic — facing  the  world  and  crying  that  "sin  is  a 
disease  that  will  warp  the  body  as  well  as  the  soul."  Second,  it  is  authoratitative — point- 
ing out  the  "Way,  Truth  and  Light."  Third,  it  is  hopeful — giving  optimism  and  hope 
to  all  who  accept  this  teaching.  Fourth,  it  is  urgent,  pleading  for  the  transformation  of 
mankind.  Fifth,  it  is  far  reaching,  not  given  to  color,  class  or  creed,  but  to  who-so-evtr 
willed  to  come.  The  church  needs  evangelism  to  keep  its  spirit  warm;  make  hearts  glow; 
and  conscience  sensitive  that  Christ  died  to  save  all  men.  From  this  belief,  we  have 
suggested  themes  around  which  we  build  our  daily  sermons. 

1.  The  Holy  Spirit;  2.  Jesus,  Our  Example;  3.  The  Church;  4.  Personal  Evangel- 
ism; 5.  Christian  Stewardship;  6.  Prayer;  7.  The  Miracles  of  Jesus;  8.  How  to  Live 
a  Holy  Life;  9.  Parables  of  Jesus;  10.  The  Kingdom  of  God;  11.  The  Social  Implica- 
tions of  the  Gospel. 

With  our  young  people  we  have  discussed; 

1.  What  it  means  to  be  a  Christian. 

2.  Why  Belong  to  the  Church. 

3.  Adventuring  with  Christ. 

4.  Helping  build  a  Christian  World  and  many  more  messages   which  we 
find  aid  us  in  influencing  these  young  people  to  Christ. 

As  a  result  of  our  year's  work,  we  find  that  an  evangelistic  church  can  be  a  leader  in 
a  community.  According  to  Bishop  Selecman  in  his  "Primer  of  Evangelism"  the  evange- 
listic church  is  organized  and  geared  to  the  thought  of  winning  men."  This  can  best  be 
done  by —  1.  Encouraging  and  promoting  personal  devotions  among  its  members. 
2.  Leading  in  gifts  and  prayers  for  great  movements.  3.  Promoting  and  practicing  tith- 
ing. 4.  Going  after  the  neglected.  5.  Loving  people.  6.  Having  a  constructive  program 
and  policy.  7.  Utilizing  the  laymen  in  the  whole  program.  8.  Having  Sunday  School 
Evangelism.  9.  Keeping  watch-care  over  the  members  and   10.  Putting  Christ  first. 

From  August  25th  to  August  29th,  1947 — I  attended  the  Annual  Conference  on 
Evangelism.  I  bring  greetings,  recommendations  and  suggestions  to  you  from  the 
Conference.  It  was  held  in  Albion,  Michigan  and  attended  by  Negroes,  Caucasians, 
Chinese  and  Indians — all  members  of  God's  church  and  working  for  the  establishment 
of  His  Kingdom.  The  program  stressed  the  following  points : 

1.  That  we  intensify  our  program  of  visitation  and  assimilation  by  dividing  our 
program  in  the  Local  Church  Committee  on  Evangelism  into  three  groups — one  third 
responsible  for  winning  new  members  to  Christ  and  the  church  by  visitation;  one  third 
for  reclaiming  active  members;  and  one  third  for  the  assimilation  of  new  members. 

2.  That  each  annual  conference  hold  a  School  of  Evangelism  in  each  district 
and  that  were  possible,  this  be  done  in  a  church  where  visitation  evangelism  was  not 
carried  out  during  the  year  of  evangelism.  Visiting  pastors  and  laymen  should  be 
used  in  these  schools. 

3.  That  a  workshop  on  Evangelism  be  held  for  ministers  in  each  annual  con- 
ference and  that  practical  demonstration  and  instructions  be  given  in  visitation,  public 
and  educational  evangelism. 

4.  That  district  and  sub-district  meetings  be  held  so  that  the  laymen  of  district 
may  receive  instructions  in  visitation  evangelism  memorials  to  the  General  Conference 
were  sent  to  each  Secretary  of  Evangelism.  It  was  memorialized  that  ( a ) .  Full-time 
Secretary  of  Evangelism  be  elected  and  paid  out  of  the  Connectional  Funds,   (b).  The 
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General  Conference  allocate  3  per  cent  of  the  World  Service  Dollar  to  the  General 
Board  of  Evangelism,  (c).  That  the  General  Conference  set  up  a  Chair  of  Evangelism 
and  Spiritual  Life  in  each  Seminary.  Also,  that  the  Commission  on  Course  of  Study 
for  Ministers  shall  include  a  Course  of  Evangelism.  Recommendations  coming  from 
the  Conference  will  be  presented  to  you  for  your  approval  at  a  later  date.  However, 
I  do  hope  they  will  be  given  careful  and  prayerful  consideration  by  you,  when  they 
are  presented.  As  you  enter  and  leave  by  the  way  of  the  lobby  you  will  see  on  display 
pamphlets  and  books  which  might  be  secured  from  the  General  Board  of  Evangelism 
1908  Grand  Ave.,  Nashville  4,  Tenn.  Look  them  over  and  see  how  they  can  build  as 
well  as  accentuate  the  program  in  your  church  and  community.  When  you  return  to 
your  respective  communities  order  them  and  set  your  church  to  working  for  a  greater 
program  for  humanity  and  God. 

This  year  in  the  fullest  sense  can  be  declarerd  as  one  in  which  war  was  waged 
on  sin  and  a  crusade  for  greater  evangelism  begun.  1  want  to  take  this  time  to  thank 
all  those  who  have  not  forgotten  us  in  our  struggles  against  Satan.  These  have  contribut- 
ed to  our  program  in  prayer,  or  by  physical  or  monetary  aid.  All  of  these  have  gone  to 
make  our  year  a  success,  and  as  we  launch  out  for  the  new  year  may  we  carry  with  us 
your  good  wishes,  prayers  and  any  other  aid  that  we  might  need  of  you.

THE  NATIONAL  METHODIST  RURAL  LIFE  CONFERENCE 
On  July  the  29,  30,  and  31  on  the  campus  of  Nebraska  University,  Lincoln,  Ne- 
braska, on  a  wide  scale,  the  Methodist  Church  conducted  a  rural  life  conference  of 
historical  importance. 

Many  hundreds  of  the  representatives  of  the  rural  church,  in  addition  to  the 
official  delegates,  were  present.  The  weather  was  hot,  the  thermometer  registering 
as  high  as   105  degrees,  but  still  the  auditorium  was  filled  for  each  meeting. 

SELECTED  ADDRESSES 

Inspiring  addresses  were  given  by  nationally-recognized  leaders  upon  various 
phases  of  rural  life.  Dr.  Roy  L.  Smith,  editor  of  The  Christian  Advocate  delivered  two 
of  the  main  addresses.  He  said  substantially,  "Methodism  is  awake  to  the  needs  of  its 
constituency  and  never  again  will  its  attitude  be  the  same  toward  the  country  church. 
A  new  day  in  Methodism  has  arrived.  Any  nation  of  people  lives  by  the  theology  which 
It  holds  The  Jewish  race  has  not  been  destroyed,  and  though  it  has  gone  through 
many  persecutions  with  the  purpose  of  destroying  its  people,^  they  are  still  a  strong 
people  throughout  the  world.  Why?  Because  at  the  beginning  of  their  creed  in  In 
Che  Beginning  God."  That  one  thing  has  preserved  the  Jewish  race.  The  integrity 
the  soundness,  the  life  of  that  theology  had  its  origin  in  the  rural  life;  and  the  rural 
areas  with  unfailing  faithfulness,  will  promote  that  theology  in  its  integrity.  Meth- 
odist must  not  lose  this  source  of  power  and  inspiration  and  hope  for  its  fuaire,  and 
must  keep  alive  the  rural  church." 

A  number  of  the  important  addresses  were  centered  on  the  general  theme  of 
■Soil  Abuse  as  a  Foe  of  God  and  Man."  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Hewitt,  Northfield  Vermont, 
declared  the  necessity  of  conserving  as  holy  unto  God  the  fertile  surface  of  the  planet. 
Dr  Hugh  H  Bennett,  chief  of  soil  conservation  service,  U.  S.  Department  ot  Agri- 
culture, speaking  to  the  delegates,  stated,  "our  soil  is  a  gift  from  God  and  its  pro- 
ductivity is  one  resource  over  which  man  has  real  control  and  without  which  he 
cannot  survive."  Soil  erosion  and  atomic  energy  cause  destruction  of  life,  with  speed 
being  the  essential  difference. 
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FINDINGS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 
There  were  EIGHT  GROUPS,  using  the  following  TOPICS: 

1.  "The  Rural  Church,  the  Home  and  Family  Life." 

2.  "The  Rural  Church  and  the  Community." 

3.  "Land  Policy  and  Church  Stability." 

4.  "The  Ministry  and  the  Rural  Church." 

5.  "Cooperation  with  other  churches." 

6.  "A  National  Church  Policy." 

7.  "A  Program  for  the  Local  Church." 

8.  "A  Christian  World  View." 

1.  The  Church  should  lead  the  way  in  soil  conservation  and  reclamation. 

2.  The  Church  should  promote  the  fullest  possible  international   exchange  of 
goods  as  a  means  of  winning  economic  friends,  and  promoting  world  peace. 

3.  National  and  state  policy  should  be  directed  toward  reclamation  conservation. 

4.  Ministers  should   be  trained  especially   for  rural   pastorates.   Such   ministers 
should  be  paid  adequate  salaries. 

5.  The  Church    (Methodist)    should  cooperate  with  all  educational  and   recre- 
ational agencies  in  im.proving  rural  life. 

6.  The  Church  should  take  the  lead;  bringing  farm,  industry  and  labor  groups 
together  to  study  mutual  problems. 

7.  Courageous  actions  should  be  taken  to  wipe  out  class  and  racial  distinctions. 
.  8.     The  Re-quisites  of  an  Effective  Christian  Family: 

(a)  The  practice  of  the  presence  of  God  in  the  forms  of  prayer  experience 
that  leads  to  a  sense  of  family  solidarity,  of  eternal  values  and  of  the  will  of 
God  for  the  home. 

(b)  Opportunity  for  nurturing  Christian  fellowship  with  other  family  and 
social  groups. 

(c)  Education  which,  in  the  broadest  sense,  includes  education  for  marriage 
and  family  living  from  childhood  through  adolescence,  adulthood,  and  on 
through    later    maturity'. 

(d)  Intelligent  Christian  counseling  available  to  youth,  persons  contem- 
plating marriage,  married  people  and  parents;  counseling  likewise  with  re- 
spect to  vocational  choice. 

(e)  Wholehearted  committment  of  the  parents  to  God  and  the  Christian 
way  of  life  and  of  children  as  early  as  they  reach  the  age  of  accountability  and 
understanding,  the  desired  goal  being  the  committment  of  the  entire  family. 

The  delegates  to  this  National  Methodist  Rural  Life  Conference,  in  evaluating 
it,  think  it  was  well  worth  the  effort  and  expense.  It  brought  before  our  Church  and 
the  nation  the  needs  of  the  rural  community  and  the  responsibility  of  the  urban  com- 
munity to  help  meet  these  needs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TEMPERANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  The  North  Carolina  Conference,  Held  at  Reidsville,  N.  C,  Nov.  1,  1947 

There  is  in  the  making  a  new  advance  movement  against  alcoholic  liquors  and 
the  foundation  for  this  aggressive  and  progressive  movement,  was  laid  at  the  meeeting 
in  Chicago,  held  January  29th-30th,  1947. 

The  people  called  Methodist  and  the  Christians  of  America  can  no  longer  de- 
lay, the  battle  must  be  waged.  An  irresistible  conflict  is  at  hand.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Findings  at  the  Chicago  meeting  was  rather  significant,  we  quote: 

"The  Christian  People  of  America  are  in  danger  of  loosing  their  moral  and 
spiritual  leadership  by  allowing  secular  and  commercial  forces  to  fix  the  pattern  of 
human  behaviour.  It  is  time  the  Christian  leaders  begin  calling  the  "plays"  in  the 
destiny  of  our  civilization  rather  than  accept  the  morals  of  society  created  by  immoral 
and  nonmoral  forces. 

Believing  that  "the  time  is  now"  for  a  positive,  unfaltering  advance  against  the 
increasingly  devastating  evils  of  alcohol,  we,  the  officially  designated  representatives 
(lay  and  clerical)  of  the  Annual  Conferences  of  The  Methodist  Church,  assembled  in 
the  January,  1947  meeting  of  The  Temperance  Advance  Movement,  join  in  sending 
the  following  call  to  the  people  of  Methodism:  ' 

The  Temperance  Advance  Movement  shall  be  made  an  annual  conference  issue 
and  a  project  for  each  district  in  the  church,  Through  Seminars,  District  Conference 
Organizations — Board  of  Lay  Activities,  W.S.C.S.,  District  Youth  Groups  and  Board  of 
Education,  a  program  of  continuous  training  be  promoted. 

Therefore  in  harmony  with  this  pronouncement,  your  Committee  on  Temperance, 
submits    the   following   resolution: 

1.  That  we  adopt  the  principles  and  program  of  this  report  with  such  addi- 
tions, emphasis  and  adjustments  as  to  details  necessary  to  meet  our  conference,  district 
and  local  church  needs. 

2.  The  members,  of  this  conference  both  ministers  and  laymen,  do  here  and 
now  recommit  ourselves  to  the  Temperance  cause  and  the  Advance  Movement. 

3.  That  we  pledge  ourselves  to  promote  Temperance  Education  throughout  the 
church  on  a  conference,  district,  and  local  church  level  during  the  ensuing  conference 
year. 

4  We  recommend  that  special  study  courses,  literamre,  lecmres  and  visual  aid 
where  possible  be  offered  for  the  high  school  age  group,  and  that  special  emphasis 
be  placed  on  Temperance  Education  in  all  age  groups. 

5.  That  we  commend  those  radio  stations,  newspapers  and  magazines  which  refuse 
to  advertise  alcoholic  beverages. 

6  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  leadership  of  the  Council  of  Bishops 
in  issuing  the  "Call  to  Prayer"  for  a  cessation  of  the  Wave  of  drunkeness  with  all  its 
attending  evils,  and  the  launching  of  this  program  of  Advance. 

The  time  of  Action  has  come.  We  sincerely  hope  that  these  resolutions  will  not 
be  forgotten  as  soon  as  read  and  voted  on,  but  that  we  move  forward  in  our  battle  for 
a  Christian  Social  Order  wherein  shall  dwell  RIGHTEOUSNESS.

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INSPIRATIONAL  MESSAGES 
By  Dr.  D.  W.  Henry,  pastor  of  Tinley  Tefeple  in  Philadelphia 
The  messages  are  based  on  the  general  theme:  "Impressions  On  The  Ecumenical 
Council"  in  Springfield. 

Text:  Acts  1:8  "But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judaea,  and 
in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth." 

Theme:  "THE  WITNESS  OF  METHODISM  IN  THIS  GREAT  ERA." 

1  The  timeliness  of  the  emphasis  of  the  meeting — "If  there  is  no  "TODAY," 
there  will  be  no  "TOMORROW." 

2.  The  audacity  of  the  emphasis  of  the  meeting — "Jesus  is  sufficient  for  this  era." 

3.  The  simplicity  of  its  weapons — No  guns,  no  isms,  no  ideologies,  just  witness- 
ing for  Jesus. 

4.  The  challenge  of  it — Do  you  know  it?  Are  you  going  to  tell  it? 
(a).  Conventional  religion  is  likely  to  become  a  paper  religion. 

(b).  Conventional  religion  is  moving  in  the  direction  of  Church-anity  and 
not  in  the  direction  of  Christianity. 

5.  Our  message  will  be  strong,  if  we  take  time  to  know  what  to  tell  and  tell 
what  we  know.  The  emphasis  may  be  weak,  but  the  message  will  be  strong. 

Text:  St.  Matthew  28:19-20  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teachirig  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you 
always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

Theme:   "THE  WITNESS  OF  METHODISM  IN  THIS  GREAT  ERA." 
Introduction: 

1.  If  Methodism  is  to  succeed  in  its  witness  for  this  era,  we  must  be  all-out  for 
Jesus. 

2.  Nothing  was  said  as  to  Methodism's  vast  numbers.  The  devil  is  not  afraid  of 
numbers. 

3.  Nothing  was  heard  of  racial  superiority.  Nothing  of  the  kind  must  separate 
us  from  our  task. 

If  Methodism  is  to  succeed  in  its  all-out  witnessing  for  Christ,  three  things  are  necessary: 

1.  We  must  see  through  His  eyes.  Christ  never  did  any  thing  without  great  seeing: 
"And  seeing  the  multimde."  He  looked.  He  not  only  looked,  but  He  looked 
up.  "It  is  not  only  the  impaired  organ  of  vision,  but  the  impaired  angle  which 
prevents  us  from  getting  the  proper  view."  He  saw  three  things  in  all  men: 
(a).  Something  worth  seeing,  (b).  Something  worth  helping,  (c).  Some- 
thing which  would  inspire  His  noblest  reactions. 

2.  If  Methodism  is  to  speak  to  this  age,  it  must  speak  through  Christ's  voice. 
He  spoke  and  it  was  done. 

3.  If  Methodism  is  to  succeed  in  its  witnessing  in  this  era,  it  must  help  through 
Jesus'  hands. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

We  are  happy  to  report  to  the  Conference,  that  though  your  Board  of  Education 
has  not  functioned  as  it  desired  this  Conference  year,  we  have  made  wonderful  progress 
along  several  lines,  and  we  are  speeding  along  toward  the  objectives  we  hope  to  reach 
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in  the  near  future.  We  wish  to  say  that  we  do  not  intend  to  let  up  in  our  endeavors  as 
an  agent  of  this  Conference,  until  we  shall  take  our  place  beside  the  conferences  of 
the  Central  Jurisdiction  which  have  been  doing  the  type  of  work  as  prescribed  by  the 
General  Board  in  furthering  the  cause  of  Christian  education  on  a  conference,  district, 
and  local  church  level.

We  solicit  the  hearty  support  of  every  pastor, 
without  whose  support  this  newly  created  and  important  office  of  the  Conference  cannot 
properly  and  effectively  function  in  the.  way  our  great  Church  has  so  planned.  We, 
therefore,  brothers,  commend  this  new  venture  to  you  in  all  sincerity.

RESOLUTION 

To  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference: 

Whereas,  the  Catholic  Church,  other  denominations  and  cults  are  invading  our 
Methodist  ranks  with  inducements,  such  as  scholarship  and  employment  in  their 
religious  field.  And,  too,  in  many  instances,  these  young  people  are  not  able  to  pay 
their  way  through  school  and  many  times  have  no  one  to  counsel  them.  And  yet,  if  train- 
ed would  become  great  leaders  in  our  communities  and  in  our  Churches. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  this  Conference  go  on  record  this  year  as  setting  aside  three 
hundred  dollars  for  scholarships,  and  it  is  to  be  used  as  a  district  fund,  that  is,  any 
district  which  will  match  it  with  two  times  the  amount  will  be  entitled  to  one  third 
of  the  three  hundred  dollars.  And  that  the  district  superintendents  will  make  the  recom- 
mendation, after  being  advised  by  the  pastor  or  layleader  of  the  church  from  which 
the  young  person  may  come. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  this  fund  will  only  be  used  for  persons  who  are  religious- 
ly inclined  and  will  attend  one  of  our  colleges  or  seminaries.
